SIANAGEMENT. 


As is often the case, that which re- 


ceives the unqualified approval of every 
one who knows anything about the facts, 
comes to be the subject of unjust criti- 
cism by one wlio does not know the 
facts, or will not open his eyes to them.

'"A young man, born and bred in Adams 
county, John A. Rockwell, enlisted at 
the opening of the Rebellion as a private 
in the 107th Regt. Pa. Vols. He served 
over three years. At the battle of Get- 
tysburg, his regiment was in the 1st 
Corps, under Gen. Reynolds, and was in 
position on Seminary Ridge, near the 
house of Root. Sheads. His company 
numbered thirty-six men when it enter- 
ed and took part in the engagement on 
July 1st, 1863. After the fall of Gen. 
Reynolds and the retreat began, this 
youug man came toward Gettysburg 
over the fields, across the "tapeworm" 
railroad, barely escaping with his life 
and from being taken a prisoner. He 
reached Cemetery Hill and was one of 
the Eve out of the thirty-six in his com- 
pany who responded to roll call on July 
2ii, 1863. 
That day he was placed 


aoiong the reservi-sin Ziegler's Woods. 
On July 3, he and his comrades were 
placed in position with other troops un- 
der command of the gallant Hancock. 
There he was during the terrible artil- 
lery duel of that day. There he was 
bravely fighting when Fickett and his 
men made their famous charge.

In a speech delivered in Charleston!!, 


W. Vs., last Monday, Mr. Wilson said : 
Fellow-citizens, ladies and gentlemen, 1 
never realized as I have today the truth 
of the saying that one of the chief pleas- 
ures of going away from home is the 
enjoyment of coming back to it. Your 
kindness to-day, your reception to me 
upon the borders of our country, the 
warm grasp of your bauds, have made 
me realize and understand far more than 
I eould possibly have done the real 
significance of this saying. I cannot at- 
tempt and I shall not try to make my 
personal acknowledgment to the people 
of Jefferson county for this welcome to 
my home. There are some thoughts that 
refuse to riso higher than the throat, and 
there are some feelings that refuse to be 
articulated. I beg you to believe that 
such are the thoughts and such are the 
feelings with which I stand before this 
magnificent assemblage of my neighbors 
to-day. 


But, my Sellow-citizens, I know full 


well that this great demonstration does 
not sink into merely a personal welcome 
to a country man and to an old friend, 
or even a welcome to a candidate for a 
public office. It speaks with unmistaka 
ble emphasis your devotion to the great 
cause. It speaks with unmistakable 
emphasis your sturdy support of that 
cause and your determination to con- 
tinue to support it until we have achiev- 
ed a perfect and final victory.

The issue in American politics is jain- 


en between those who desire to hold on 
to whatever tariff 
reform we have 


achieved and continue the struggle for 
its complete and perfect attainment, 
and those who wish to do away with all 
we have gained and to return to the 
politics that have hitherto prevailed in 
this country. I do not believe I could 
apeak to any audience having greater 
interest in this question than to an audi- 
ence of the farmers and working people 
and to the citizens generally of the coun- 
ty of Jefferson. To rob a man of the 
fruits of his labor by unjust taxation is 
robbery indeed, but to deprive a man of 
the opportunity of toiling whereby he 
raay secure the fruits of his labor is still 
worse robbery; and so far as you, fellow- 
citizens, are concerned, this question, the 
tariff, hag become not so much a ques- 
tion of taxation, because you could stand 
up under taxation, as a question or" 
markets, wherein you are to sell that 
which you produce, whether upon your 
farms or in your factories. 
We have 


reached that stage in the development 
of our country when we are compelled 
to have larger and larger markets for 
our surplus products, and such markets 
through foreign trade are the only 
safety-valve for the health and the pros 
perity of the American laborer in the 
field and in the factory. Pollow-citizens, 
I do not believe that there has been in 
this country, I doubt if there has been 
in any self-governing country, such an 
uprising of toe people as we have seen 
during the straggle of the last ten years 
against our present system of federal 
taxation. It has been a wonderful, it 
has been an inspiring popular revolution, 
with its persistant effort, with its un- 
dimmed courage in defeat as well as in 
victory, with its enthusiasm, with its 
patriotic ardor, and I might almost say 
heroism. It has been a most notable 
public revolution and I, for one, do not 
believe it is to cease until the results 
secured have fully measured up to the 
order and the enthusiasm of the people 
[Loud applause.] 


On the one side lie good government, 


honest, economical government, freed 
industry, large and expending markets 
for the products of American labor and 
a general beckoning to an era of national 
and individual prosperity. On the other 
side lie corrupt government, fettered 
and imprisoned industry, limitations by 
law on the markets in which we are to 
sell and limitations by law on the 
amount which we can profitably produce. 
These are the two systems now at issue 
before the American people. 


And as I have said before, giving a 


somewhat local application to what 1 am 
going to say to-day, the question for the 
farmers of Jefferson county is more 
markets for wheat, and for the mechan- 
ics is more markets for manufactured 
goods. If there was one thing to which 
I gave more anxious attention than any 
other during my brief absence from this 
country it was to the condition of the 
wheat market of the Old world. When 
I inquired why it was that wheat had 
gone down to a price much lower than it 
ever sold at before in the history of at 
Teast modern England and America the 
answer was, there is a universal glut and 
a production beyond profitable demand 
The answer is that not only is the United 
States increasing her surplus export of 
wheat and Russia increasing her surplus 
export of wheat, but Argentina is com- 
ing forwan! and is now third in the 
quantity, at least, exported to the Euro- 
pean markets. I cannot but recall the 
fact, and I have stated it again and 
again before the people of this country 
that the American tax upon the wools 
of Argentina had made them give up 
their "sheep-walks" and going into com- 
petition with you in the production of 
wheat. I say that it is for you to-day a 
question of markets, a question of con- 
sumers the world over for the products 
you produce. I believe so far as ti;e 
great cereals are concerned, we produce 
enough to feed a population twice as 
large as our own. I believe so far as 
our staple manufactures are concerned 
we produce enough to supply a popula- 
tion twice as large as our own 


The question is where we are to get 


these markets? Upon one system we 
have been building up for thirty yeare 
tariff walls to keep other people from 
coming in to compete with us in a home 
market already glutted. We have now 
begun to tear down our tariff walls to 
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FARMERS!

MR. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GEN- 


TLEMEN : I have ventured to write on a 
topic which belongs rather to youth 01 
middle-apre than to one who, to quote 
the words of Scotland's immortal poet 
"has seen yon weary winter's sun twice 
forty times return," but my apology is, 
that vigorous youthful minds have not 
written or spoken on this subject.

the silvery lakes to the blue Gulf, an un- 
broken forest, save where the verdant 
prairies, the natural meadows of the in- 
terior, open their veidant bosoms and 
silently implore the agriculturist to par- 
take of the blessings which nature bus 
provided so bountifully. 


In the eastern portion of our country, 


the Orient of the United States, if you 
please so to call it, the forests have been 
mostly removed, some by Uiti wood- 
man's axe, used for the aid and benelit 
of man ; more, by the forest 'ires ; and 
now, 
we see the mistake of tins pioneers, 


and begin to feel the necessity of reform- 
ation. Some of our State governments, 
and the National, likewise, are making 
reservations, none to soon for the welfare 
of the people. Would any one hinder or 
retard this awakening to the interest of 
our common country ?

trees in a forest. With the application 
of euy-ropes and pulleys one may pos- 
sibly straiahten one in a year, and more 
than likely kill it in the oncr.ition. (in 
to the saplings, and we may straighten a 
hundred in a day, and mjure none of 
them, so we may impress the licaulv of 
trees, the grandeur of forests, and ~Uie 
charms of the landscaj>e upon childhood, 
but make little impression on mature 
years or old age. 


Our roadsides and railways may be and 


ought to 1)6 planted with trees, eitliei 
fruit or ornamental, and thus 
both 


beauty and utility combined to make the 
earth which God has given into the 
custody of man, beautiful as was Eden 
before the wily serpent persuaded the 
fairest of women to barter I'aradise for 
the curiosity of being the liret to taste 
forbidden fruit. 


Children take to planting seeds and 


transplanting trees as instinctively us 
ducks do to water. 
To them it is a 


source of pleasure which needs little or 
no encouragement. All they ask is op- 
portunity. 


Let us encourage tree planting as well 
as tree preservation in childhood, in 
families, in schools of every grade • the 
public schools especially. There'it is 
that nineteen-twentieths of the people 
get all the education they ever get in 
schools. Our common schools theiel'ore 
are nineteen times more important to us 
as a nation, than our colleges and univer- 
sities. 


And now you will permit me to say 


that at my age, I dare not promise my- 
self the pleasure of meeting with you 
again in your official capacity. I desire 
to assure you that you will always have 
my cordial wishes for your success in 
whatever elevates, purifies and adorns 
humanity. And I pray that we may 
leave the world wiser, happier and more 
beautiful for our having lived in it. 


Bedding- for Farm Animals. 


A great variety of bedding-materiah 


are employed in different, localities, and 
earli farmer will, of course, select for hi.s 
own use such ol 
1 these as are the cheapest 


and most, available. In lumbering dis- 
tricts, where saw mills abound, farmers 
Hurt cheap bedding in the sawdust and 
shavings that are produced in such largo 
tjiiantilies. Sawdust makes clean, tidy 
betiding, but the impression is cjtiite 
strong aiming fanners tliat its effect 
upon the soil is not desirable. Certainly 
it decays very slowlv. 
'J he commo.i 


beach sand near the seashore possesses, 
when dry, good absorbing power, ,ind 
affords a couilortable li«l tor stock. It 


however, very liravy to handle, and 


its application, in the manure, to land 
already too sandy, as is much of the land 
bordering upon 
the se.'icoasl, is not a 


good practice. Meadow and salt hay, 
iiml the straw of 0111 small giains, supply 
excellent bedding, and by their decay 
return a large amount of humus to the 
soil. Their use should be supplemented 
by the employment of some drymateri.il, 
such as loam, dust, sifted ccal ashes, or 
land plaster, so that all the gases and 


d manure may be saved. Jt is a 


simple matter for every fanner to lay by 


supply of dry absorbents. JJy stirring 


tlie soil i'ie<|iiently over a small area, the 
earth rapidly dues out, and becomes 
lust under t lie heat ot a summer's sun. 
All that is letL tu do is lo gather the drj 
naterial and store it iu a dry place. 
Kvcry autumn our shade and forest trees 
shed their Ii-avrs, a wealth of the best of 
jedding, that, having absorbed manurial 
auli.iliinws, dcc.iy 
into the best ol

Corn fodder may bu stackeil when it is 


so well cuied in tin- shock that it will 
lot sweat much in the stack, thus iiusur- 
ng its keeping sw«H. The amount of 
jap remaining m tlie stalk can bo judged 
iv twisting it, and examining the pith. 
If the fodder is so dry that the leaves 
break badly choose a damp, drizzly or 
;oggy day for handling it. otherwise 
much of the most nutritious food will 
if lost, and the sharp midribs will tear 
.lie clothing to (alters. Fur hauling 
Tom the liclii a low wagon is best. 
Have tlie fiont wheels about three feet 
in diani'-ter, and the hind wheels si\ 
inches I trgi>r. The r.ti k may be made 
w i t h npen spaces between the boards, 
but a tight level iloor is beat to pievi-nt 
wiHte and for ecu emi-nce to the loader 
iu walking and in sliding the heavy 
stalks. These should be grasped by the 
tops and swung on to the load, lie laid 
across the rack w i t h the stocks parallel, 
and tiie butts all ;n the same dbection 
Unless the fodder is husked it is too 
heavy [or large loads. JJuve the load ,o 
that the. tops will be Umaid the itark, 
and then lift and pull off 'he bunr-hes of 
stalks in the reveise order from wjiich 
they were loaded, avoiding all tangling 
and confusion. Tlie middle of the stack 
or nek must be kept sn full that the out- 
side stalks Mill liavt! a st»ep slope oul- 
waid and dowimaid.
